One of the most terrible and atrocious massacres 


ot the nineteenth century was perpetrated by a 
party of massed ruffians not far from this city about 
sis: o'clock last evening. It surpasses in its enormi- 
ties and bloody details anything that has ever been 
charged upon the Yand-al Jeamson or any of the 
most terrible scenes of tiie late war. The CiUcot 
massacre, In Mississippi, and the disgraceful lynch- 
ing scenes at and near Seymour, Ind., were respect- 
able, compared with the horrid details of this most 
disgraceful and cowardly affair. The particulars, as 


EELAtED BT AS EYE-WTTXESS, 


are as follows:—About half-past six o'clock last 
evening the passenger train on the Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas Railroad left Harrisonvme, in Oass 
county, bound eastward. At this place a party of 
gentlemen, connected with the Memphis and Kan- 
sas City Railroad, and several prominent citizens of 
Kansas City got npon the train. When they leit 
Harrisonville there appeared to be no excitement. 
In the village—no symptoms or indications of the 
terrible disgrace M soon to be perpetrated so near 
its borders.

consisted of a locomotive, a baggage car aad two 
passsnger cars. There were about thirty passen- 
gers on the train, among them Judge Stevenson,

The account given in our tri-weekly of the I7th 


last, of the terrible flght between a United States 
Marshal's force and a number of Cherokee Indians 
on tho 15th inst. at Going Snake district Court 
Honsc, Cherokee Nation, near the Arkansas line, 
about fifty-nine miles north of this place, has from 
more recent Information been found in the main 
correct, and we now prspo ie to give some further 
particulars of that featful even, the result of which 
cannot be foreseen. 


Our Information we have from Captain Jos Peavey, 


one of tiie two Deputy Marshals in charge of the 
unfortunate expedition, who arrived Wednesday 
evening In the stage from Cincinnati, some twelve 
miles distant from the battleileld, aud just across 
the line in this State. 


It seems, then, that the approach of the Marshal's 


fores was well known at the Court House, and pre- 
parations to resist made, for the Conrt adjourned" 
Da the morning of tas fight from the Court House, 
an open bnildlng, to a school house, situated about 
halt a mile north of It, in a prairie, and quite closely 
built, John Proctor, the murderer's brother, carry- 
Ing the order of'the Court to the schoolmaster. All 
the people there wera armed, including the j'nry, 
and even Proctor, the murderer on trial, had a 
Spencer rifle and two revolvers. As the party ap- 
proached the women at the house were seen to 
scatter. When within a short distance of the house 
the party dismounted, went up to and halted near 
it. 
There were several 
of 
the " Cherokees 


friendly to the Marshal's force outside the build- 
ing. White Sut Bees, a Cherokee, and of 
the Marshal's posse, pet his foot upon the steps of 
the house, when he perceived tne honse full of 
armed' men ready to fire. He remarked that there 
sliouid be no disturbance, as they were United 
States officers and had come with no hostile inten- 
tions. Deputy Marshal Peavey, standing near, made 
the same remark, and the fnendly Cherokees on the 
outside, relatives of Beck's, shouted the same to the 
men inside. 
Just then a gun was fired inside, the signal for a 
truly hellish combat. 
White Sat Beck levelled his piecs against the 
floor,'when his gun was seized at tne muzzle by a 
bi other of the murderer Proctor. Beck pulled him 
out, however, and shot him dead. By that time the 
firing had become general and aiost of the Marshal's 
force lay dead on the ground. The fight did not 
last over three minutss. The Judge was shot rn tne 
Icaee; the Sheriff went off before the fight com- 
menced; a deputy was killed and one of the jury. 
Proctor himself was wounded. 
Jaaes Ward, who leaves a young wife at this 
place, was killed in the act of getting on Bis mole. 
HM body was afterwards brutally kicked bv an In- 
dian and robbed. PJIey Woods, killed, was also 
treated in a similar barbarous manner. 


Moses Alberti, a prominent Cherokee, when tte 
firing commenced, threw open his coat and was 
drawing his revolver npon Captain Peavey, when 
the latter brought down his gun upon him, where- 
npon Alberti dropped his hand in token of peace; 
bat no sooner had Peavey turned partially away 
than Alberti drew his revolver npon him, whicn, 
being seen by one of tha Marshal's posse, he shot 
Albsrti dead. 


Deputy Marshal J. G. Owens was shot through the 
body above the hips, at the northeast corner of the 
sctiool house. 
Captain Peavey took Mm about 
eiglity yards to the rear, constantly facing tiie 
enemy, many of whom were armed with. Spaneer 
rifles, and getting Ills clothes riddled with bullets. 
Meeting old man Beck, whose two sons aad two 
nephews were in the fight on the Marshal's side, 
aud three of whom were kiiled, he got him to take 
the wounded nun to Jlrs. Whitmore's, half a mile 
distant. 


By thattlme the court honse or scnoolroom was 
cleared of corni^atauts, and when Peavey returued 
he found none but women to takeaway the dead ! 
and woand^d on the enemy's side. He had the 
bodies ef seven of his men, killed, conveyed in an 
ox teasi to the house of Jlrs. Wlutmore, and there 
laid ont on the porch, he. with the old Indian wo- 
man and Tanuoy, one of his men who escaped un- 
hurt, composing their stiffening Ifenbs,

movement that surprises us or in any way causes 
anxiety, so fur as tho success of General Grant 
is concerned, wo sea the necessity for wisdom 
and caution on the part of the administration 
One of the inconveniences of our form of gov- 
ernment is tho absence of flexibility. Tho 
people express their will every four years. 
That over the Executive is ns powerful ns a 
monarchy. In fact, considering the patronage 
wielded by the Executive, tho practical irre- 
sponsibility of the Chief Magistrate, except to 
a Senate which may refuse to confirm appoint- 
ments, and the growing power of the govern- 
ment, in business as well as political aflairs, 
there is a rigidity and power in the Presiden- 
tial office which are not surpassed by any of 
the monarchies of the Old "World. The process 
of impeachment is so cumbersome that except 
in cases of flagrant wrong and violation of law 
it is powerless. The attempt to impeach Mr. , 
Johnson deraonstratedn-one thing—that there 
could be no removal of'a President for political 
reasons. In Mr. Johnson's case many reasons 
of apolitical nature existed. The party in 
power was largely in power, and the President 
had made war upon it 
Had he been the 


Prime Minister of a government like the Eng- 
lish he wonld have been driven out of power 
by a vote of want of confidence. Such a vote, 
however, implied no dishonor. The process 
of impeachment, on the contrary, suppressed 
crime, and carried with it not merely removal 
from office, but removal under circumstances 
that made it a penalty like imprisonment or 
exile. 


As we have said, no Senate will ever treat 


impeachment as a political punishment; so 
•when a President drifts away from his party 
or from public opinion, he remains in power 
until the end of his term. Whenever we have 
seen an antagonism between President and 
Congress we have had scandals and weak ad- 
ministration and corruption and a lowering of 
the pubEc virtue. We saw this in the time of

He yielded to 
ihe will of the people, and appointed a Secre- 
tary of "War who possessed the counby's confi- 
dence- Xancoln, as well as Grant, recognised 
therefore ihe want of fccHiry and flsribility of

Tac Postal Telegraph 
Question

Senator Eamsey made a very imporiant and 


valuable statement in the Seriate on Saturday 
in explanation of the Postal Telegraph bill, 
which he reported iavorably from the Commit- 
tee on Post Offices and Post Koads. Mr. 
Karasey's remarks were published in the 
HERAT.!) yesterday. He commencod bv saving 
that ihe rates under the present telegraph 
system are high and irregular, and that ihe 
facilities for using it, except ia large cities, are 
limited, while ihe business is unressdated by 
any uniform or competent law. After showing 
that ihe ownership and control of &e tele- 
graph are centralized in the hands of one man, 
he slates ihe object of ihe bin to be Jo reduce 
and simplify the rates, to increase the facilities, 
regolate iie easiness by law, io prevent the 
oen&alizaiaon of power so dangerous to the 
interests of the people, and to issiiain and 
ixgnfete ilis use cfite teHsgra-pb, soiiatitcan 
be wielded adiiier by an individual, however 
wealthy and^jreat, by a corporaJaon, or by iie 
EiecuiJfe io ihe detriment of the people. The 
bill recognizes lie telegraph as an instra- 
meniaiity for lie eschange of correspondence, 
since a telegram differs from a letter only in 
ihe melhod of its transmission. It provides 
for the establighmeni of postal telegraph offices 
aipostoSJces. It fees raaform rates for eqaal 
distances. Tie redncSjon of iie sates charged 
by tie present system wiB be itorty-iiree and 
one-third per cent for distances under two 
himdrod SUM! fifty miles, iiiriy-eight per cent 
for dislanoss between two Jtmndrcd and 
fifty 


and five htmdred miles, snd so on, up to 
«ag3jJy per cent, according to disi&nce. The 
HE provides also for ielsgraphic money 
orders.

are conducted on a line distant about twenty 
miles from the French frontier. The capital 
of the Province of Navarre is menaced, and, 
according to the very latest advices, the 
insurrection is assuming the proportion of a 
revolution. The source of the war trouble 
appears to be as deep seated and irrepressible 
as the fires of the old volcano on the Bay of 
Naples. There the elements of the past and 
present conflict with more intensity than else- 
where in Europe, and the consequence is fre- 
quent and periodical convulsions and revolu- 
tions. The young King, Amadeus, was hardly 
seated on his throne before factions began to 
work to depose him. Though but a short time 
monarch of Spain his reign has been full of 
trouble. Now there is a Carlist insurrection, 
which calls for energetic efforts from the gov- 
ernment to combat it 
The greatest mar- 


shals and ablest men in Spain—as, for exam- 
ple, Marshals Serrano and Concha—find it 
necessary to buckle on their armor and to 
enter the field in defence of Amadeus. Ser- 
rano, it is said, will be appointed general-in- 
chief against the insurrectionists, and Concha 
will have a high command. 
Judging from 


this reported action of the government and 
the facts which we have published within the 
last few days and what we print to-day about 
the revolutionary movements in the peninsula, 
there is reason to believe the new dynasty is 
surrounded by danger. 


In connection with this fresh revolutionary 


movement and uncertain situation of King 
Amadeus it will be interesting to recall to 
mind a letter, published in the HmtTyn March 
7, 1871, signed Carlota, Empress of Mesco, 
and purporting to have heen written by that 
unfortunate lady. It was addressed to Maria 
"Victoria, the wife and queen of Amadeus, and 
depicted^ the perils, almost in prophetic lan- 
guage, which Ihe young King and his consort 
might expect. It was dated from the city of 
Mexico, and, though evidently not written by 
poor Carlota, was touchingly eloquent and 
full of warning. Some ascribed it to Casfelar, 
the fomons Spanish orator, and it is not un- 
like the brilliant -effusions of that orator; 
while others said it was from the pen of a dis- 
tinguished Mexican. Whoever wrote it knew 
Spain and the Spanish people well In this 
letter Carlotta is made to say to her crowned 
sister, "I write to you to-day to predict that 
the day may come when we shall both be un- 
fortunate. 
I 
was also a queen, Maria 


"Victoria; I also smiled and was deceived." 
Then the desolate Empress is supposed to use 
the following language: "If you leave Italy; if 
you pass through tie Gulf of Genoa—-through 
the gulf of'a noble city—you can say, 'when 
I return across your waters ^ou will see me 
clo'ihed in black.' If you consent to your hus- 
band's going, if a crown iasciuates him., if 
that serpent atttracts him, prepare to receive

Under this elate of things It ia uncertain 


what may bo tho immediate result of the Car- 
list movement, how long Amadeus may ro- 
main on the throne, or what party may gain 
the ascbndancy in tho event of tho insurrection 
ultimately succeeding. Don Carlos represents 
tho reaction in Spain, an tho Count do Cham- 
bord does in France. Though his views may 
be modified by the liberal spirit of the ago, 
nnd ho might not think of falling back to tho 
absolute monarchical ideas of the past, ho 
stands upon the principle of divine right, as 
the old Bourbons of France do. Wo cannot 
believe it possible that Spain will return to 
this exploded dogma of the Middle Ages, 
though she might prefer a native prince and 
one of the race of her ancient monarchs to a 
foreigner. The aristocracy and conservative 
classes might accept Don Carlos rather than 
a republic or the chances of prolonged revolu- 
tion. But can they stem the tide of demo- 
cratic opinions, which are based upon the 
right of choosing a ruler and self-government, 
and which natuially lead to republicanism? 
Spain has felt tho impulse of modern liberal 
ideas, which the press, telegraph and steam 
power are conveying to all countries. Though 
the Peniusula is more isolated than tho central 
portions of Europe from this mighty influence 
of 
modern 
development and progress, 


and though the masses of Spanish people, 
particularly in the rural districts, are more 
wedded to their old prejudices or views than 
are the people of some other European coun- 
tries, Spain is moving with the times. The 
Spaniards are impressed quickly, have gener- 
ous impulses and are apt to act promptly. 
Hence they make sometimes important poli-

the cities—the centres of advanced thought— 
and among the educated classes there are 
many republicans. Through their influence, 
and as the consequence of corrupt and extrav- 
agant monarchical government, the republic 
was proclaimed. But the reaction proved too 
powerful for it. The republican party is still 
too weak, probably, to establish a government. 
Still, every failure of monarchical rule brings 
Spain nearer to democratic self-government. 
The country may have to pass through a 
severe and bloody ordeal, or more than one— 
and this appears to be the price of liberty in 
Europe—but it cannot go back to the dark 
Ages, it cannot resist the infltiences of modern 
thought and civilization, it must advance with 
the progress of the times. 


It appears to be the destiny- of Spain to 


keep Europe in a state of convulsion. That 
was the position of France; but she has 
worked out the problem of conflict between 
the past and present further than any other of 
the Continental nations of Europe, and her 
Lite misfortunes keep her under restraint. 
The revolutionary fires are not extinguished in 
France, however, and from her central posi- 
tion in Europe and the activity of the French 
mind any great movement there must be felt 
all over the Continent. The feudal past, with 
its esclusiveness and bigotry, has been pretty 
well worked out of the volcano of French 
revolution. It is burning still in Spain. And 
it is this which makes the Peninsula subject to 
convulsions that disturb the nations of Europe. 
There the fiery democrat and intense republi- 
can come directly in cODnicc wife the haughty 
cavalier and proud aristocrat, and with the 
bigotry of a medieval age. 
Spain was tho 


prosimafo cause of the terrible Franco-Ger- 
man war, which dethroned Napoleon and 
humiliated France so much. 
She has been 


tie cause of other wars, revolutions and great 
changes, and will continue to be, probably, 
till she is purged of the anomalies in her 
political and social condition and settles down 
to a regular and liberal form of governraeat- 
How long it may take or what troubles 
Spain may have to pass through before she 
reaches that end no one can know. The pres- 
ent Carlist insurrection is but one of the 
phases of her revolutionary condition. The 
dethronement of Queen Isabella wag another 
phase. 
The candidature of Prince Hohen- 


zollern and the elevation of Amedeus to the 
throne were also phases. While it is painful 
to contemplate this continued and irrepressible 
revolution it seems to be the only way ia 
which the deep-seated evils of that country can 
be cured.

Tlio Great Fire Cone of tlie Mediter- 


ranean—Tho Causes of Its Volcunla 
Selcliingg* 
Our telegrams to-day give additional accounts 


of the volcanic fires burning in the breast of 
Vesuvius. The great cone of fire has evidently 
been putting forth its deepest and grandest 
eruptive energies and thrown off again its 
smiling mask. From time immemorial it has 
been observed that when either Etna or Vesu- 
vius has enjoyed a long period of repose iha 
other volcano has erupted seriously and upon, 
a grand scale. 


There is scarcely a spot on the globe mora 


full of interest than Yesavius, not excepting' 
the Peak of Teneriffe, whose flames illumined' 
the path of Christopher Columbus on his way 
to the New World. Around the crater of tha 
now blazing Italian pyramid the classic Spar-i 
tacus and his baud of gladiators encamped. 
It was the subject of historic record for Strabo 
and Diodorus Siculus, who mention its earliest 
activities. 
Its greatest outburst was in 79, 


when the illustrious Pliny perished in iia 
lava, and ihe cities of Herculaneuzn and Pora- 
peii were buried in its ashes. For 267 years, 
during which Etna, its sympathetic neighbor, 
was scarcely ever quiet, the mountain was con- 
tinuously at rest; but in 1682, in 1696, anc^ 
again in 1861 its slumbers were disturbed by' 
the subterranean forces, but not to the extent 
by which they now seeai to be so violently 
broken up. 


From earliest childhood, _ag Humboldt re-. 


marks, we have been accustomed' to contrast" 
the mobility of the liquid sea with the immo- 
bility of the earth's solid crust But when, 
the latter illusion is dispelled man is suddenly 
overwhelmed with the sense of the mysterious, 
and is forced to inqtiire into the cause of such 
terrific phenomena as those now displayed in 
Italy. Of the only two theories yet offered ia 
explanation of these phenomena that long 
advocated by the HEBAID appears now to ba 
confirmed. Some physicists have strenuously 
denied the existence in our planet of am" 
internal "sea of fire," and substituted there- 
for in theory numerous small and discon- 
nected volcanic lakes, or local furnaces, 
capable, as they suppose, of iumishing material 
for tha largest eruptions. 
This hypothesis 


is hardly tenable if we reflect on the immensa 
cyclopean forces manifested, in Plutonic action. 
The 
cities of Stabia, Hercnlansum 
and 


Pompeii, submerged to the depth of one hun- 
dred feet by the ashes of Vesuvius, are ocular _ 
demonstrations of the vast masses ejected fronx 
the crater vent, requiring almost incalculable 
force to discharge them. The volcano of 
Sangay in Ecuador, in ceassless com- 
motion

1723, has 
buried 
tha 


surrounding country to a depth of four hun- 
dred feet, and a French geologist has recently 
shown that the volcano of Boarbonhas throwa 
out no less than three hundred thousand tons 
of volcanic ashes. Such facts, if alone, would 
lead us to reject ihe idea that these lofty fira 
domes are mere local phenomena, "each ona 
springing from its own comparatively small 
reservoir of molten matter." It is acknowl- 
edged by all geologists that, no matter how 
far distant volcanoes may be from each other,

Shooting Affray in a Bowery Saloon. 
At a quarter to four o'clock yesterday morning 


James Burns, of 149 Allen street, Trent into the 
honor saloon 293 Bowery and deliberately fired two 
shots at John Halloren, of 30 Bowery, who was sit- 
ting in the saloon at the time. One of the balls 
took effect in the breast Just over the heart, 
ana the other passed through the left leg. TThen 
he had fired the shots Burns endeavored to escape, 
but tae people to tne place at the time prevented 
him and held him until a policeman was procured 
from the Seventeenth ward on the other side of the 
street. As sootn. as the officer arrived he tooir 
Burns into custody and removed him to the 
Seventeenth precinct station house, where he 
was locked up and. later taken to court. 
Justice Scott committed Burns for examination, 
ana he will be held to await the result of the 
wounded man's injuries. When Halloren was shot 
he fellbackinto a chair with a groan, and was after- 
wards sent to Bellevue Hospital, Daring an inter- 
view with Warden Brennan and a number of 
friends yesterday afternoon, Halloren said he

Burns, on the other hand, stated to one 
of the keepers of the Essex Ifcirket Prison that Hal- 
loran had been annoying him for some tune past, 
and had frequently pointed ium out to .friends of 
both parties as a loafer, whose acquaintance 
was not desirable. Bnrns has had repeated to turn 
so many stones of this kind that "he became in- 
censed against Halloren, and as he says, "I could 
stand, it no longer."

Yesterday the neighborhood of Union scjmre was 


made unusually lively by the strains of music from 
Hanahen's, the St. Patriot's Alliance and half a 
dozen other t-aads, which were discoursing sweet 
and patriotic airs to about sts: thousand men 
belonging to the Father JIathew Temperance socie- 
ties aad other civic bodies who were forming in 
line around the square, preparatory to marching 
down io the Chnrch of St. Alphonsns, in SontS. Fifth 
avenus, to listen to an address from the gifted Do- 
minican orator, Father Tom Bnrte, who had prom- 
ised to be present during the services. The St. 
Patrick's Mutual Alliance cumbered about four 
thousand mea and made a splendid apnearanc* 
headed by tlieir flae band, in green uni- 
forms. The other societies numbered strongly, and 
all carried handsome 'Irish and American flags 
The St. Patrick's Mutual Alliance bore aloft the 
handsome green banner made for them and pre- 
sented by the Jsua of Kenmare. Oa the "arrival at 
the church it was found that about live thousand 
people had collected in the vicinitv, ana the' crowd 
was only Sept back by tne most strenuous eiTorts of 
the police, wiio guarded the door. Several of the 
Eeaemptionist 
Fathers, among them Father 
Superior Weyrich, stood on the sterss of the 
sacred edifice until nearly all the members of 
tie 
societies 
had 
entered the church. The 
green banner of the Kan of Xenmare was taken 
from its frame and tome to the foot of tae altar

Wo trained HOMIC converts, and then thcf 
opposed us. We prospered and they e.vvltcd lhb 
people-against us. \v<; continued to Improve, nnd 
they ventured to discuss with us. but the discussion 
was forbidden by the Pope. Sonic sects do not 
favor our Church because wo are not 
denomina- 
tional. The sectarian divisions of the Protestant 
Church have been healed in Italy. Where In other 
countries tho Church has divided Into little groups 
broken up Into violent sects, In Italy our church 
has become united out of a division. We have 
for-med one united Church out ofniany divided ones. 
Ilio 1)! rccting Committee at Milan have as treasurer 
and secretary a Scotch 'minister residing at Flor- 
ence, and as president an American. The 
Committee of Unification met In Milan In 1870, 
and succeeded In compromising all differences nnd 
forming a real united church—nay, a national 
church—the Free, United Church of Italy. Free, 
because we are free from State interference; free 
to preach in spite of the government, if need be, 
and free from Romanism. Dcnoininationallsm can- 
not be brought into Italy. If we preach Galvanism 
the Lutherans are disgusted; If we preach Method- 
lam the Presbyterians are horrified. We leave isms 
to take care of themselves. We, Italians, of the 
Evangelical Church go back beyond all Isms. We 
stop not at the Lateran Councils; we stop not at 
tha Nicene Council; we stop not at Luther's Refor- 
mation. We go back to the Apostle Paul. We stop 
thore. Here, we say, is a Gospel that one of 
God's own preached to our Roman ancestors

years 
ago, 
and 
it 
will do 
for 
us. 
Italy 
has 
just 
come 
to her 
glory. .The 
crowning of the edifice is complete. We have had 
for many years a mock Italy, made falsa to her 
colors by the ignominy of France. To give us the 
headless trunK or Italy is a mockery. But we have 
Korne now, and 'no power on earth can wrest her 
from us. We have churches Inside the walls of 
that city. We have Sunday schools which are 
crowded. We have sold 20,000 Bibles within its 
precincts.

have no excuse for their sin, You mako a contract 
with your employer to work for a stimulated 
amount, you were in possession of your senses at 
the time, you are iu your right senses at the present 
moment, you huvo to make restitution. The poli- 
tician, the man who undertakes to serve the publlo 
for certain wages, and is not sntlstled, or contented 
therewith, but takes more unlawfully from tho 
treasury, Is bound to make rest'tut.'on. If the official 
allows another to take from the treasury what Is 
not justly due him, he Is guilty of injustice and 
bound to restore It. This Itiw Is not applicable to 
him alone as an individual, but also aa a member oJ 
a coporate, a judicial or any other form of bodr 
politic. 


AFTER THE LEGIST.ATOKS AT ALBANY. 
I don't mean to imply for a moment that all those 
who are called upon lo fill political otllce are dis- 
houest men. God forbid that I should do so. Yet 
the venality disnlayed in the political arena, If re- 
port speak truly, is really appalling. In one of tha 
leading New York papers—the HERALD—I saw It 
stated last week that "members of the Legislature 
at Albany were as much a matter of commerce or 
merchandise as a barrel of flour." Oh I how shock- 
ing is this spectacle, when we consider the nature 
of that solemn oath which these officials havo 
taken before God to subserve the interests of tho 
State ? 
And yet because 
they 
get 
money 
they 
violate 
it. 
Such perjured -men, who 
prove at once false to their God and their country, 
aro bound to make restitution. Jfot only muse 
goods or money unlawfully received be restored, 
bat the interest accruing on the money must also 
be restored for the time during which the princinat' 
has been wrongfully withheld. If the person de- 
frauded be aead then must tue heirs be found, and 
if that is not possible the poor are the proper ones 
to receive the value. Speaking of money paid as 
bribes to legislators, he contended that the recipi- 
ents were in conscience bound to restore the ill- 
gotten lucre to the lobbyist from whom they had 
received such money, and if that person could not 
be found then the poor are the next claimants. 
If thus charitable suggestion be carried into effect 
among the Kings county legislators, It has been 
humorously suggested by a layman that the poor of 
Brooklyn will have early cause to rejoice. St. Aa-,- 
gustin has said, fourteen hundred years ago, "It 
there is not restitution there cannot be absolution." 
The sacred Scriptures are filled with passages 
urging this essential of justice, and even reason; 
points ont the necessity of fulfilling this require- 
ment for tho well being 
of society.

Let the poor man get the npperhani 
and he will be exorbitant in his demand, unless h» 
be guided by the spirit of justice inculcated in tha 
teachings of tne Holy Catholic Church.
